Berlin,

14.—An 
appeal 
to 
Americans in Germany not to become 
alarmed and to conduct their busi- 
ness as usual, is contained in tlie week- 
ly bulletin of the American Associa- 
tion oi Commerce and Trade, an or- 
ganization representing 
business in 
Germany. 
The bulletin says: 


"The situation which recently de- 
veloped between Germany and 
the 
United States was quite unexpected to 
the association and its officers. 
So 
far as our 
information 
extends we 
could see nothing in the relations be- 
tween both countries but friendship, 
good will and the very best intentions 
toward each other. 


"Americans resident 
in 
Germany 
should always bear in mind during the 
î)resent war that reports and informa- 
tion reaching Germany must pass for 
the greater part through censorships 
of nations waging 
war on Germany. 
It is not to be supposed that these na- 
tions will permit favorable reports to 
reach the ears of Americans residinsj 
in Germany or countries allied with 
Germanj". We say, M'ithout the slight- 
est hesitation, that report of every 
nature must be taken with a grain of 
salt. We cannot know definitely what 
the situation is and certainly cannot 
know the intentions of those who are 
at present at the head of the govern- 
ment of the United States. 
It is our 
belief that they do not aesire war 
•with any nation in the world and cer- 
tainly the traditional friendship of 
more than 100 years between Ger- 
many .^nd the United Stated is a good 
guaranxéè that these relations should 
continue. 


Sees ÎSO Reason for Alarm. 


"At the present time we cannot see 
any reason why Americans should be- 
come aJarmed or hysterical and neg- 
lect or abandon their business. 
We 
know there are Many Americans in 
Germany, owners * businesses or rep- 
resentatives of firms, who would suf- 
fer almost desperate losses, should 
they leave the country. 
Establish- 
ments once closed and the personnel 
dispersed will have difficulties in re- 
openinf and many years of valuable 
labor would be lost. 
No matter how 
the situation may develop, we l^e- 
lieve the Americans in Germany who 
conduct themselves properly and cir- 
cumspectly will have nothing to fear 
and will in no way be disturbed. 
The 
treaty of 17i>9, between Prussia and 
the United States as well as subse- 
quent treaties between the countries 
guarantees full protection to the citi- 
zen«.:!^! the respective countries." 


The association 
is continuing its 
activities as usual and American firms 
domiciled in Germany are also carry- 
ing on their businesses. 
Only three or 
four members of the American den- 
tists' colony in Berlin, which is num- 
erous, have left Germany, and the re- 
maining Americans in 
the 
German 
cajiital are apparently settling down 
to their usual routine after the flurry 
following the breach of relations with 
thé United States.

Feb. 14.)—Owing to the shortage of 
coal for heating and the productlbn of 
electricity, 
a 
number 
of 
sweeping 
measures for the cutting down of the 
consu^nption of fuels have been adopt- 
ed by the city and provincial govern- 
ments. 
Street illumination has been 
reduced to an absolute minimum and 
the street car service has been cut in 
half. All moving picture houses were 
closed last night and from now on 
theatei-s must 
conclude -their per- 
formances at 
9 o'clock, restaurants 
must close at 10 o'clock and cafes at 
11 o'clock. 
Beginning Tuesday street 
cars will run from 5 to 9 in the morn- 
ing and from 5 to 8:15 in the even- 
ing. 
The only cars operated during 
the day will be those connecting the 
railroad stations. 


These regulations are due to the 
fact that the municipal power plants 
have been 
unable 
to 
procure coal 
through traffic being tied up by the 
heavy snow fall. The coal supply for 
the poor is being administered by the 
military 
authorities working 
under 
the personal supervision of Emperor 
Charles, who shows a keen interest in 
relief work. The sweeping limitations 
on the consumption of coal and elec- 
tricity afCect factories, shops, hotels 
and private dwellings. 
Hotel guests 
are allowed one lamp in each room. 


In the meanwhile the cold weather 
shows no 
inclination 
to moderate. 
Vienna is almost .snowbound and Is 
suffering from a lack of labor to clear 
the streets. 
During the last few days 
school boys have t)een busy clearing 
the gutters for the purpose of protect- 
ing the callars in the event of a sudden 
thawing. 


Among the aristocratic collegians 
who are shoveling snow is an arch 
duke. who. has proved very dexterous 
in the handling of a shovel. 


The press has recently been devot- 
ing much space to pillorying govern- 
ment officials for alleged incapacity 
and violent attacks have been made 
on certain groups Avho are denounced 
for what is termed their unbounded 
rapacity.

Approves National's Abro- 
gation of Agreement 
With Players. . 


New York, Feb. 14.—Representatives 
of the American league declared today 
that their organization was in accord 
with the abrogation by the National 
league of the agreement made with the 
ba.seball players' fraternity at Cincin- 
nati, Jan. 6, 1914, and indicated that 
the American league would take sim- 
ilar action at its meeting tomorrow. 


In the resolution unanimously passed 
by the National club owners last night 
it was stated that the fraternity had 
violated "the letter and spirit" of the 
agreement.- 


President David L.. Fultz, of the 
players' organization refused to com- 
ment on the point, but pointed out that 
the fraternity was not required by the 
so-called "Cincinnati agreement" to do 
more than call off th'e threatened strike 
of 1914. He would not state what ac- 
tron the fraternity would take until he 
had consulted other officers of the or- 
ganization. 


President Ten^r, of 
the 
National 
league said that the national commis- 
sion would take the same action that 
the league had, and that any further 
requests or communications from the 
fraternity would be ignored. 
He ex- 
plained, however, that no discrimina- 
tion was to be made against any play- 
er who might have been or continued 
to be a member of the fraternity but 
that all future dealings would be with 
the players as individuals. 


The rule will be strictly enforced, he 
added, that no player who is not under 
contract shall report at a training camp 
unless he comes there to sign.

tions regarding the loss of life and 
the material damage resuUins- 
The 
following official announcement has 
been issued: 


"On Tuesday, the 13 th inst., the 
Danish, Norwegian and Swedish gov- 
ernments handed to the German min- 
ister in their respective capitals notes 
Identical In tenor* protesting against 
the barring of certain sea zones, an- 
nounced by Germany and Austria. 


"The note begins by recalling the 
fact that during the war the govern- 
ments have several times found them- 
selves obliged to 
formulate 
formal 
protests against serious infringements 
of the rights of neutrals involved by 
measures of various belligerent pow- 
ers. It then emphasizes the fact that 
the governrnents whose actions on 
these various occasions \rere as always 
inspired by the spirit of the mo^t per- 
fect 
loyal 
impartiality, 
confined 
themselves to defending the impre- 
scriptable rights of neutrals. 


"After pointing out that the govern- 
ments have on previous occasions pro- 
tested against measures of belliger- 
ents tending to restrict the free use 
of the seas by neutrals, the note pro- 
ceeds to emphasize that the govern- 
ments on this occasion are all the 
more bound to maintain, in taking the 
same point of view that the obstacles 
placed in the way of neutral navi- 
gation are now more considerable, in 
both extent and gravity. 


"The note draws attention to the 
fact that the only rules of international 
law which might be invoked in sup- 
port of measures having as their ol?- 
ject the preventing of all commerce 
and all navigation with the enemy are 
those i-elating to a naval blockade." '

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Indiana and Votes for Women 


An illuminating demonstration of Indiana opinion on the qnes- 
tion of votes for -womon developed at the public hearing on the sub- 
,icct ]i61d by House Committee Judiciarj^ B at Indianapolis Tuesday 
evening. The lieariiig was held chiefly at the instance of opponents 
of woman suffrage, but, singula^ to state, it developed into an over- 
Mhelniing demousti-ation in favor of the extension of the baUot to 
women, if anything were needed to convince the legislators of the 
drift of Indiana opinion on this question, it must have been supplied 
in generous fashion on this occasion. 


To begin with,, spoken opposition to suffrage was voiced almost 
entirely by men and women from outside the state who had been ex- 
tended the courtesies of the occasion and argued against it vehment- 
ly. They came from Boston and they came from Dubuque to tell we 
Hoosier folk that we should peremptorily deny the pleas of Indiana 
women who have been asking the simple right to have a voice in gov- 
ernmental affairs. Bui one resident of Indiana, an Indianapolis wom- 
an, spoke in opposition to the bill. As a gigantic fizzle, nothing of the 
Bort we can at in-csent recall is at all* comparable to the attepapted 
demonstration of streiigtli by those who are unwilling to accord the 
vote privilege I0 Indiana women. 


The outcome of it all seems as certain as anything can possibly 
be—the house will pass the bill already sent through the senate, and 
jiartial suffrage I'or woman will be accomplished in Indiana. Indeed, 
the attitude taken Ijy the two major political parties, both of which 
are definitely pledged to the extension of suffrage to w^omen in the 
states, admits of no other ultimate result. There is said to be no doubt 
but that the suffrage measure already has a safe majority in the house, 
jind as the time for a vote on the biU nears there is apt to be something 
of a rush to get on the suffrage band-wagon such as was seen in the 
senate when the state-wide prohibition bill swept through that body. 
AVhile it's about it, the house might as well make it unanimous. Those 
on the "no"' side of the suffrage issue are going to feel mighty lone- 
some after the vote is taken. 


There no wappears more or less conclusive evidence to indicate 
that the recent German suggestion for further discussion with the 
United States as to means for avoiding actual war was not, in point of 
fact, an act of the imperial government, but the w^ork of an ingenious 
German newspaper corresi)ondent in "Washington who contrived to 
have the liint seiit througli the -wireless station to this government, 
bearing some semblance of an official communication. It was reject- 
ed, of course, as it Avas inteded to be rejected, and the correspondent 
has been politely given to understand that his departure from Amer- 
ica would occasion no particular regret here. This is manifestly no 
time for the mixing of unofficial meddlers in the international situa- 
tion. 


Governor Goodrich, it is announced, is preparing to personally 
appear before the legislative committees to urge favorable action on 
a number of measures in which the administration is interested, be- 
cause he fears the bills are certain to be sidetracked if he doesn't start 
a big drive—and the prospect of success isn't any too roseate if he 
does. The governor is beginning to appreciate the fact that the legis- 
lature which he fondly hoped would be perfectly docile, tractable and 
manageable is on the contrary disposed to kick over the traces in 
most shocking fashion on some of the pet plans for which Governor 
Goodrich is sponsor. 


Now Cuba, which has been on its good behavior for a niimjDer of 
years, is preparing to contribute to international gaiety with a revolu- 
tion which has thus far progressed to the stage of heated verbal de- 
nunciation and some sporadic pistol demonstrations. 
Cuba may be 
exaggerating her own importance at this particular juncture in world 
affairs, and she cannot hope to be now taken seriously, though it may 
become necessitry to spank her and send her to bed without her sup- 
per. 


The city council has voted increases in pay to policemen, firemen 
and sanitary officers, and folk in every walk of life who have been at- 
tempting to combat advanced living cost with an income that persists 
in hanging about the old figure will agree that something of the sort 
was entirely in order. 


Police Chief Lenz may not be aware of it, but the people are pre- 
paring to give him three cheets and some other vociferous demonstra- 
tions of approval as soon as they note that he has definitely won out 
in his crusade against gambling in Fort Wayne. 


What Governor Goodrich is anxious to discover just now i | the 
identity of the members of his state official family who somehow threw 
the brakes on his promising program for economy, retrenchment and 
reform.

backing the president. 


Senator Borah started his address 
and apparently had prepared an ex- 
tended 
speech. 
LaFoUette 
left 
the 
senate chamber and went to his com- 
mittee room to get some notes and 
books that were to supply the ammu- 
nition for a harangue of indefinite 
length, probably a couple of days or 
more. 


Senator Lewis went over and whis- 
pered Bomething to Senator 
Borah 
and the latter sat down. 
The Illinois 
senator passed up his chance to speak 
and the vice president ordered the 
roll call. 
LaFoUette lost his oppor- 
tunity to get started and was duly in- 
dignant at our own fellow townsman. 
Vice Preaiderit Marshall.

War has brought many surprises ~ to 
Canada, but none greater than the tri- 
umph of prohibition. 
The wave which 
has now become overwhelming started in 
1915, when in Saskatchewan the bars 
were closed and the government took 
over the wholesale dispensaries, redxuiing 
their niunber. 
The dispensaries them- 
selves have since been voted out. 
Al- 
berta has now been dry for more than 
MX months. Manitoba first repealed the 
liquor license system and then went dry. 
British Columbia is dry, the saloons went 
out of business in Newfoundland with 
the new year and the liquor traffic has 
been A'oted out in Halifax. But the great- 
est triumph was in Ontario, the most 
populous of the provinces, where it had 
I long been thought that centers like Tor- 
onto, Hamilton and Ottawa, would never 
consider the abolition of the saloon. Last 
spring, with not a dissenting vote, the 
, legislature passed an act closing every 
i bar and liquor shop, and it went into- 
efifect September 16. "There is little evi- 
dence yet of the illicit selling of liquor," 
states one writer, "and the police in the 
cities «eem to be 
remarkably 
alert." 
Quebec has meanwhile adopted the Goth- 
enburg plan. The close of the war will 
see the question presented again in many 
places, but for tho present the attitude 
of Canada is immistakable.

speakers favored t h e measure. 
T h e 
fight 
against the bill w a s conducted 
chiefly by non-residents of the state, 
Mrs. Lucius B. Swift, of Indianapolis, 
being 
the 
only 
Hoosier 
to 
speak 
against the bill. 


The chief a r g u m e n t s against the bill 
were made by Miss Minnie Bronson, 
of Boston, 
Mass., 
secretary of t h e 
women's association, opposed to suf- 
frage, and by Charles McClaln, of Du- 
buqe, Iowa, secretary of the men's as- 
sociation opposed to suffrage. 


Miss Bronson contended t h a t w o m - 
an's 
suffrage 
had 
failed, 
wherever 
tried, to accomplish a betterment of 
governmental conditions. 
She called 
attention to conditions in states where 
equal suffi-age h a s been granted and 
asserted t h a t no great r e f o r m s 
had 
been brought about t h r o u g h 
women 
voting. 
She also declared the votes 
of women only added to the burden of 
election 
expenses 
without 
changing 
the complexion of the vote. 
She said 
statistics on the las telection showed 
t h a t the result was not influenced In 
any way by the women voting in some 
of the states. 


Mrs. Swift said no good could come 
f r o m women voting and m u c h 
h a r m 
could result. 
She said it was not wom-- 
anly and added: 
"I a m willing to 
trust the m e n to conduct public a f - 
fairs and leave t h e m alone 
to 
that 
work." 


Two or three persons attempted to 
question Mr. McClaln, who closed f o r 
the antis, but Chairman. Vesey of the 
house committee judiciary B, which 
conducted the hearing, ruled t h a t the 
time was limited and refused to per- 
mit the questions.

Within the last few years trapshooting 
has become established at many schools 
and college-s as a recognized competitive 
sport with interclass, mtercollegiate and 
championship shoots 
between 
carefully 
coached teams. 
The fact that trapshoot- 
ing has won a place for itself among the 
many activities of the college world Is evi- 
dence that it develops qualities which are 
not obtained in other forms of recreation, 
a steady hand, keen eye and delicate co- 
ordination between 
mind and 
muscle, 
which have commended it as a sport and 
recreation for college men. 


Dartmouth-, Princeton, Yale and Har- 
vard were the first colleges to organize 
clubs, to be followed by Columbia, Penn 
State, Pennsylvania, Williams and Cor- 
nell. 
Almost without 
exception 
these 
clubs have had a growth that has been 
remarkable—and in Itself a testimonial to 
the intense fascination of the sport. 


The shoots between college teams are 
usually at fifty birds, except in the Inter- 
collegiates when one hundred targets are 
trapped. 
There Is a flve-man team in all 
shoots, composed of the men who have 
made the highest averages in the season's 
shooting. 
The three-year eligibility rule 
is observed 
generally, and 
Yale 
and 
Princeton freshmen are not allowed to 
shoot on the 'varsity team. 
There is a 
Yale freshmen and Princeton 
freshmen 
gun team wííich hold shoota with each 
other and with Cedarcroft, Hill, Hotch- 
kiss, 
Kingsley, Mçrcersburg, 
Pawling, 
Taft and Peddie Institute. 
At Dartmouth 
the athletic council awards an S. D. T. 
to those that make the gun team while 
the Yale team gets Its insignia and its 
class numerals if it wins the shoot. 
At 
every college the same recognition is given 
to trapshooting as to the other minor 
sports. 


The latest development has been the 
organization of the Intercollegiate Trap- 
shooting association "for the purpose of 
regulating 
intercollegiate 
trapshooting 
competition and of increasing interest in 
trapshooting as a college sport." 
The 
colleges at present enrolled In the asso- 
ciation are: 
Yale, Dartmouth, Princeton, 
Harvard and Cornell. 
The president and 
secretary of the association are gradu- 
ates, elected for three-year terms. 
The 
other officers are undergraduates elected 
from the various constituent clubs. 
The 
affairs of the association are transacted 
by an executive council in which each 
club, through Its authorized representa- 
tive, exercises one vote. 


In addition to its other functions ,the 
association offers trophies at various times 
to be shot for under Its trophy plan. 
The 
plan provides that "only undergraduate 
members of the association or of affiliated 
clubs, who are in good scholastic stand- 
ing are eligible for these trophies." 
At 
present trophies are issued to the winners 
of the intercollegiate championship, the 
college championships and the Inter-class 
chamj^onshlps. The Intercollegiate cham- 
pionship trophies are solid gold watch 
fobs, and are awarded each year to the 
five members of the team winning the 
Intercollegiate championship. 
The college 
championship trophies are sliver cups and 
one l8 contested for annually at each col- 
lege represented in the association. 
Thja 
trophy is awarded to the shooter making 
the highest average In a series of three 
club shoots of fifty targëta each. 
The 
Inter-class 
championship trophies 
are 
medals and they are awarded to the mem- 
bers of the class team winning the col- 
lege championship. 


Each year an Intercollegl^-te champion- 
ship shoot is held under the auspices of 
the association. 
The last IntercolleglateB 
were held at New Haven, November 25. 
Yale, Princeton, Dartmouth and Cornell 
being represented. 
Yale won the cham- 
pionship after a close race with Princeton, 
who finished second. 
The scores were: 
Yale, 429: Princeton, 413: Cornell. 362; 
Dartmouth, 
356. 
Captain 
Caesar,

Princeton, won the Individual chaniplon- 
ship with the score of 90x100 while'Cap- 
tain Ryan, of Cornell, was runner up 
with thè score of 89.

Washington, Fob. 14.—President 


Wilson, was formally and officially re- 
elected today when congress in joint 
session as provided by the constitution, 
canvassed the electoral vote of the 
states. As presented and certified the 
official returns give Wilson and Mar- 
shall 177 electoral votes, Huges and 
Fairbanks. 254. 


The canvassing of the vote today, 


as always, was conducted with much 
ceremony. The senate took a recess 
and preceded by two page boys bear- 
•ing the vote marched over to the 
house chamber where the vice presi- 
dent presided beside Speaker Clark. 


The vice president announced that 


In obedlenoe to the constitution and 
laws the senate and house were in 
Joint session for ascertaining and 
counting the electoral votes In the 
election for president and vice presi- 
dent of the United States. 


Senator Hern a Teller. 


He then called up tellers previously 


selected to come forward and Senators 
Kerr. of Indiana and Clapp of Minne- 
sota and Representatives Rucker of 
Missouri and Mapes of Michigan took 
their places at the clerk's table. When 
the tellers were ready the vice presi- 
dent cautioned against applause or 
manifestation of approval or disap- 
proval during any stage of the pro- 
ceedings, stating that it was not 
deemed proper with the decorum 
which should make such an solemn 
occasion. He placed in the hands of 
the tellers the election certificates in 
alphabetical order of the states and 
ordered them to examine, count and 
announce the vote state by state as 
they had been called. 


Result Is Announced. 


In due course a list was submitted 


to the chair showing that Wilson and 
Marshall had received a total of 277 
votes and Hughes and Fairbanks 254. 
The report was then read by Vice 
President Marshall, after which he de- 
clared:

veloped between Germany and the 
United States was quite unexpected to 
the association and its officers.

good will and the very best intentions 
toward each other. 


"Americans 
resident in Germany 


ehouid always bear in mind during: the 
present war that reports and informa- 
tion reaching Germany must pass for 
tBe greater part through censorships 
of nations waging war on Germany. 
It is not to be supposed that these na- 
tions will permit favorable reports to 
reach the- ears of Americans residing 
in Germany or countries allied with 
Germany. We say, without the slight- 
est hesitation, that report ot every 
nature must be taken with a grain of 
salt We cannot know definitely what 
the situation is and certainly cannot 
know the intentions of those who are 
at present at the head of the govern- 
ment of the United States. It is our 
belief that they do not aesire war 
•with any nation in the world and cer- 
tainly the traditional friendship oC 
more than 100 years between Ger- 
many ^nd the United States is a good 
guarantee that these relations should 
continue. 


Sees So Reason for Alarm. 


"At the present time we cannot sec 


•Uly reason why Americans should be- 
come alarmed or hysterical and neg- 
lect or abandon their business. We 
know there are many Americans in 
Germany, owners ot businesses or rep- 
resentatives of llrms, who would siif- 
fer almost desperate losses, should 
they leave the country. Kstabllsh- 
rrients once closed and the personnel 
dispersed will have difficulties in re- 
ojrsning and many years of valuable 
labor would be lost. No matter how 
the situation may develop, we be- 
lieve the Americans In Germany who 
conduct themselves properly and cir- 
ctrinapecUy will have nothing to fear 
•ad will in no way be disturbed. The 
treaty of 1799, between Prussia and 
the Culled States as well as subse- 
quent treaties between the countries 
guarantees full protection to the cltl- 
«eji» 6£ the respective countries."

activities as usual and American (Inns 
domiciled in Germany are also carry- 
ing oft their businesses. Only three or 
fojtti1 members of the American dcn- 
tists' colony in Berlin, which Is num- 
erous, have left Germany, and the re- 
xrlalnlng Americans In the German 
capital are apparently settling down 
to their usual routine after the flurry 
following the breach ot relations with 
the trriited States.

the street car service has been cut in 
half. All moving picture houses were 
closed last night and from now on 
theaters must 
conclude 
their per- 


formances at 
9 o'clock, restaurants 


must close at 10 o'clock and cafes at 
11 o'clock. Beginning Tuesday street 
cars will run from 5 to 9 in the morn- 
ing and from 5 to 8:15 in the even- 
Ing. The only cars operated during 
the day will be those connecting the 
railroad stations. 


These regulations are due to the 


fact that the municipal power plants 
have been unable to procure coal 
through traffic being tied up by the 
heavy snow fall. The coal supply for 
the poor Is being administered by the 
military authorities working under 
the personal supervision of Emperor 
Charles, who shows a keen Interest in 
relief work: The sweeping limitations 
on the consumption of coal and elec- 
tricity affect factories, shops, hotels 
and private dwellings.

ical Note on U-Boat 


Warfare. 


London, Feb. 14.—Reuters' Copen- 


hagen correspondent reports that Nor- 
way, Sweden and Denmark have hand- 
ed to the German ministers identical 
notes protesting against the naval 
measures taken by Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary and making all reserva- 
tions regarding tho loss of life and 
the material damage resulting. 
The 


following offldiai announcement has 
been issued: 


"On Tuesday, the 13th inst., the 


Danish, Norwegian and Swedish gov- 
ernments handed to the German min- 
ister in their respective capitals notes 
identical in tenor protesting against 
the barring of certain sea zones, an- 
nounced by Germany and Austria. 


"The note begins by recalling the 


fact that during the war the govern- 
ments Have several times found them- 
selves obliged to formulate 
formal 


protests against serious infringements 
of the rights of neutrals Involved by 
measures of various belligerent pow- 
ers. It then emphasizes the fact that 
the governments whose actions on 
these various occastbns were as always 
inspired by the spirit of the most per- 
fect 
loyal 
impartiality, 
confined 


themselves to defending the impre- 
scriptable rights of neutrals. 


"After pointing out that the govern- 


ments have on previous occasions pro- 
tested against measures of belliger- 
ents tending to restrict the free use 
of the seas by neutrals, the note pro- 
ceeds to emphasize that the govern- 
ments on this occasion are all the 
more bound to maintain, in taking the 
same point of view that the obstacles 
placed in the way of neutral navi- 
gation are now more considerable. In 
both extent and gravity. 
'The note draws attention to the 


fact that the only rules of International 
law which might be invoked in sup- 
port of measures having as their ob- 
ject the preventing of all commerce 
and all navigation with the enemy are 
those relating to a naval blockade."

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Indiana and Votes for Women 


An illummating demonstration of Indiana opinion on tlie Ques- 


tion of votes for women developed at the public hearing on the sub- 
ject held by House Committee Judiciary B at Indianapolis Tuesday 
evening. The hearing was held chiefly at the instance of opponents 
of woman suffrage, but, singular to state, it developed into an over- 
whelming demonstration in favor of the extension of the ballot to 
women. If anything were needed to convince the legislators of the 
drift of Indiana opinion on this question, it must have been supplied 
in generous fashion on this occasion. 


To begin with, spoken opposition to suffrage -was voiced almost 


entirely by men and women from outside the state who had been ex- 
tended the courtesies of the occasion and argued against it vehment- 
ly. They came from Boston and they came from Dubuque to tell we 
Hoosier folk that we should peremptorily deny the pleas of Indiana 
women who have been asking the simple right to have a voice in gov- 
ernmental affairs. But one resident of Indiana, an Indianapolis •wom- 
an, spoke in opposition to the bill. As a gigantic fizzle, nothing of the 
sort we can at present recall is at all comparable to the attempted 
demgnstration of strength by those who are unwilling to accord the 
vote privilege to Indiana women. 


The outcome of it; all seems as certain as anything can possibly 


be—the house will pass the bill already sent through the senate, and 
partial suffrage fur woman will be accomplished in Indiana. Indeed, 
the attitude taken by the two major political parties, both of which 
are definitely pledged to the extension of suffrage to women in the 
states, admits of no other ultimate result. There is said to be no doubt 
but that the suffrage measure already has a safe majority in the house, 
and as the time for a vote on the bill nears there is apt to be something 
of a rush to get on the suffrage band-wagon such as was seen in the 
senate when the state-wide prohibition bill swept, through that body. 
\Vhile it's about it, the house might as well make it unanimous. Those 
on the "no" side of the suffrage issue are going Io feel mighty lone- 
eome after the vote is taken. 


There no wappears more or less conclusive evidence to indicate 


that the recent German suggestion for further discussion with the 
United States as to means for avoiding actual war was not, in point of 
fact, an act of the imperial government, but the work of an ingenious 
German newspaper correspondent in Washington who contrived to 
have the hint sent through the wireless station to this government, 
bearing some semblance of an official communication. It was reject- 
ed, of course, as it was inteded to be rejected, and the correspondent 
has been politely given to understand that his departure froni Amer- 
ica would occasion no particular regret here. This is manifestly no 
time for the mixing of unofficial meddlers in the international situa- 
tion. 


Governor Goodrich, it is announced, is preparing to personally 


appear before the legislative committees to urge favorable action on 
a number of measures in which the administration is interested, be- 
cause he fears the bills are certain to be sidetracked if he doesn't start 
a big drive—and the prospect of success isn't any too roseate if he 
does. The governor is beginning to appreciate the fact that the legis- 
lature which he fondly hoped would be perfectly docile, tractable and 
manageable is on the contrary disposed to kick over the traces in 
most shocking fashion on some of the pet plans for which Governor 
Goodrich is sponsor. 


Now Cuba, which has been on its good behavior for a number of 


years, is preparing to contribute to international gaiety with a revolu- 
tion which has thus far progressed to the stage of heated verbal de- 
nunciation and some sporadic pistol demonstrations. Cuba may be 
exaggerating her own importance at this particular juncture in world 
affairs, and she cannot hope to be now taken seriously, though it may 
become necessary to spank her and send, her to bed without her sup- 
per. 


The city council has voted increases in pay to policemen, firemen 


and sanitary officers, and folk in every walk of life who have been at- 
tempting to combat advanced living cost with an income that, persists 
in hanging about the old figure will agree that something of the sort 
was entirely in order.

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Indiana and Votes for Women 


'An illumirjating demonstration of Indiana opinion'on the ques- 


tion of votes for women developed at the public hearing on the sub- 
.iect held by House Committee Judiciary B at Indianapolis Tuesday 
evening. The hearing was held chiefly at the instance of opponents 
of woman suffrage, but, singular to state, it developed into an over- 
whelming demonstration in favor of the extension of the ballot to 
women. If anything were needed to convince the legislators of the 
drift of Indiana opinion on this question, it must have been supplied 
in generous fashion on this occasion. 


To begin with, spoken opposition to suffrage was voiced almost 


entirely by men and women from outside the state who had been ex- 
tended the courtesies of the occasion and argued against it vehment- 
ly. They came from Boston and they came from Dubuque to tell we 
Hoosier folk that we should peremptorily deny the pleas of Indiana 
Vromen who have been asking the simple right to have a voice in gov- 
ernmental affairs. But one resident of Indiana, an Indianapolis •wom- 
an, spoke in opposition to the bill. As a gigantic fizzle, nothing of the 
sort we can at present recall is at all comparable to the attempted 
dem9nstration of strength by those who are unwilling to accord the 
vote privilege to Indiana women. 


The outcome of it all seems as certain as anything can possiblv 


be—the house will pass the bill already sent through the senate, and 
partial suffrage for woman will be accomplished in Indiana. Indeed, 
the attitude taken by the two major political parties, both of which 
are definitely pledged to the extension of suffrage to women in the 
states, admits of no other ultimate result. There is said to be no doubt 
but that the suffrage measure already has a safe majority in the house, 
and as the time for a vote on the bill nears there is apt to be something 
of a rush to get on the suffrage band-wagon surh as was seen in the 
senate when the state-wide prohibition bill swept through that body. 
,\Vhile it's about it, the house might, as well make it unanimous. Those 
on the "uo" side of the suffrage issue are going to feel mighty lone- 
some after the vote is taken. 


There no wappears more or less conclusive evidence to indicate 


that the recent German suggestion for further discussion with the 
United States as to means for avoiding actual war was not, in point of 
fact, an act of the imperial government, but the work of an ingenious 
German newspaper correspondent in Washington who contrived to 
have the hint went through the wireless station to this government, 
bearing some semblance of an official communication. It was reject- 
ed, of course, as it v,-as inteded to be rejected, and the correspondent 
has been politely given to understand that his departure from' Amer- 
ica would occasion no particular regret here. This is manifestly no 
time for the mixing of unofficial meddlers in the international situa- 
tion. 


Governor Goodrich, it is announced, is preparing to personally 


appear before the legislative committees to urge favorable action on 
a number of measures in which tho administration is interested, be- 
cause he fears the bills are certain to be sidetracked if he doesn't start 
a big drive-—and the prospect of success isn't any too roseate if he 
does. The governor is beginning to appreciate the fact that the legis- 
lature which he fondly hoped would be perfectly docile, tractable and 
manageable is on the contrary disposed to kick over the traces in 
niost shocking fashion on some of the pet plans for which Governor 
Goodrich is sponsor. 


Now Cuba, which has been on its good behavior for a number of 


years, is preparing to contribute to international gaiety with a revolu- 
tion which has thus far progressed to the stage of heated verbal de- 
nunciation and some sporadic pistol demonstrations. Cuba may be 
exaggerating her own importance at this particular juncture in world 
affairs, and she cannot hope to be now taken seriously, though it may 
become necessary to spank her and send, her to bed without her sup- 
per. 


The city council has voted increases in pay to policemen, firemen 


and sanitary officers, and folk in every walk of life who have been at- 
tempting to combat advanced living cost with an income that persists 
in hanging about the old figure will agree that something of the sort 
was entirely in order. 


Police Chief Lenz may not be aware of it, but the people -are pre- 


paring to give him three cheers and some other vociferous demonstra- 
tions of approval as soon as they note that he has definitely won out 
in his crusade against gambling in Fort Wayne. 


What Governor Goodrich is anxious to discover just now is the 


identity of the members of his state official family who somehow threw 
the brakes on his promising program for economy, retrenchment and 
reform. 


Maybe the groundhog is at last going to demonstrate that he is

ing tmitle. It served a patriotic, and 
useful purpose. 


Senator LaFoIlett's long suit Is fili- 


bustering. He talked for two days on 
the Mexican situation some time ago. 
He spoke at even greater length on a 
currency measure a few years ago. 
Under the rules of the senate there 
could be no stopping him if he had 
launched Into a speech In opposition 
to backing the president, as he pro- 
posed to do, In controversy with Ger- 
many. 


Tho plan that had been tentatively 


figured out by those for and against 
the resolution of confidence was that 
Senator Borah should say what ho had 
to say In^upport of the president, La- 
Follette was to close for the few in 
opposition, and Senator Lewis would 
have tho last word in support ot 
backing the president. 


Senator Borah started his address 


and apparently had prepared an ex- 
tended speech. LaFollette left the 
senate chamber and went to his com- 
mittee room to get some notes and 
books tha.t were to supply the ammu- 
nition for a harangue of indefinite 
length, probably a couple of days or 
more. 


Senator Lewis went over and whis- 


pered something to Senator Borah 
and the latter sat down. The Illinois 
senator passed up his chance to speak 
and the vice president ordered the 
roll call. LaFollette lost his oppor- 
tunity to get started and was duly In- 
dignant at our own fellow townsman, 
Vice President Marshall. 


But there Is nothing to indicate that 


the vice .president and Senator Lewis 
deprived the nation of a chance to 
hear anything worth listening to 01- 
readlng. 
And they certainly saved a 


great strain on the Congressional 
Record in these tim* of high cost of 
paper.

War has brought tnanj surprises to 


Canada, but none greater than the tri- 
umph of prohibition. The wavo which 
has now become overwhelming started in 
1915, when in Saskatchewan the bars 
wore closed and the government took 
over the wholesale dispensaries, reducing 
their number. The dispensaries them- 
selves have since been voted out. Al- 
bert* has now been dry for more than 
six months. Manitoba first repealed the 
liquor license system and then went dry. 
British Columbia is dry, the saloons went 
out of business in Newfoundland with 
the new year and the liquor traffic has 
been voted out in Halifax. But the great- 
est triumph was in Ontario, the most 
populous of the provinces, where it had 
long been thought that, centers like Tor- 
onto, Hamilton and Ottawa, would never 
consider the abolition of the saloon. Last 
spring, with not a dissenting vote, tho 
loffislaturo passed an. act closing evcny 
bar and liquor shop, and it went into 
effect September 16. "There is littlo evi- 
dence yet of tho illicit selling of liquor," 
states one writer, "and the police in the 
cities seem to be remarkably alert." 
Quebec Jms meanwhile adopted'the Goth- 
enburg plan. The close of the war will 
see the question presented again in many 
places, but for the present the attitude 
of Canada is unmistakable.

Basement of the new convention 


hall will be used for storing automo- 
biles, according to plans for the build- 
ing, which were laid before Mayor 
Hosey, City Attorney Colerick, mem- 
bers of the board of works, council 
committee and Maurice Neizer, of the 
citizens' convention hall committee, 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Rough draft, which was ratified by 


members of the body, provides for a 
driveway leading into the basement of 
the big building. Automobiles will be 
kept in the basement when the con- 
vention hall is being used. 
Arrange- 


ments may be made for citizens to rent 
space for storing their cars the year 
around. Attendant for the cars may 
be appointed. His service of looking 
after automobiles may be combined 
•with janitorial duties. 


Heating plant will also be in the 


basement. Some objection was raised 
to the plan of storing the boilers un- 
der the building, but members of the 
committee feel that they would be un- 
able to get land adjoining the build- 
Ing for use as a heating plant. 


Main floor of the auditorium will 


be oval shaped, although the 217 by 
159 feel building will be oblong in 
structure. About the oval arena will 
be chairs and booths for selling 
tickets. In corners of the room will 
be a series of committee rooms and 
two large comfort stations. 


Big stage on the main floor will be 


movable.

Automobiles Will Be Stored 


in Large Basement of 


Structure. 


Basement of the new convention 


hall will tie used for storing automo- 
biles, according to plans for the build- 
ins, which were laid before Mayor 
Hosey, City Attorney Colerick, mem- 
bers of the board of works, council 
committee and Maurice Neizer, of the 
citizens' convention hall committee, 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Rough draft, which was ratified by 


members of the body, provides for a 
driveway leading into the basement of 
the big building. Automobiles will be 
kept in the basement when the con- 
vention hall is being used. Arrange- 
ments may be made for citizens to rent 
space for storing their cars the year 
around. Attendant for the cars may 
be appointed. His service of looking 
after automobiles may be combined 
•with janitorial duties. 


Heating plant will also be in the 


basement. Some objection was raised 
to the plan of storing the boilers un- 
der the building, but members of the 
committee feel that they would be un- 
able to get land adjoining the build- 
Ing for use as a heating plant. 


Main floor of the auditorium will 


be oval shaped, although the 217 by 
159 feel building will be oblong in 
structure. About the oval arena will 
be chairs and booths for selling 
tickets. 
In corners of the room will 


be a series of committee rooms and 
two large comfort stations. 


Big stage on the main floor will be 


movable. 
Arena of the main flood 


•will be provided, wth sliding parti- 
tions so that two meetings can be held 
at once. If movable racks are in- 
stalled there will be ample spaco for 
two basket ball courts on the main 
floor. 


Second floor includes a largo oval 


opening, above the main arena. Chairs 
surround the opening and nearly 2,000 
people can bo seated in this balcony. 
There will be check rooms on both 
the first und second floors. 


Entrance to the llrst floor will be 


through arched doors in each sido of 
the four sides of the building. 


Architect Weatherhogg will prepare 


more complete plans to be passed up- 
on later. 
His general idea for con- 


structing the convention hall was 
heartily endorsed by those who at- 
tended the gathering on Tuesday aft- 
ernoon.

Within the last few years trapshooting 


has become established at many schools 
and colleges as a recognized competitive 
sport with interclass. Intercollegiate and 
Championship shoots 
between carefully 


coached 'teams. The fact that trapshoot- 
Inif has won a place for itself among tho 
many activities of the college world Is evi- 
dence that it develops qualities which are 
not obtained in other forms of recreation, 
a steady hand, keen eye and delicate co- 
ordination between 
mind and 
muscle, 


which have commended Jt as a sport and 
recreation for collcse men. 


Dartmouth, Princeton. Tale and Har- 


vard were the first colleges to organize: 
clubs, to bo followed by Columbia. Pcnn 
State, Pennsylvania, Williams nnd Cor- 
nell. 
Almost without 
exception these 


cluiiu have had a growth that has been 
remarkablcj-and In Itself a testimonial to 
the intense fascination of the sport. 


The shoots between college teams are 


usually at fifty birds, except In the Inter- 
collcgtates "when one hundred targets are 
trapped. There Is n. five-man team In all: 
shoots, composed of the men who have' 
made the highest averages In the season's 
shooting. Tho throe-year eligibility rule 
Is observed 
generally, and 
Tale and 


Princeton freshmen are not allowed to 
shoot on tho 'varsity team. There Is a 
Tale freshmen and Princeton freshmen 
gun team which hold shoots with each 
other and with Cedarcroft, Hill, Hotch- 
klss. 
Klngsley, Morccrsburg, 
Pawllnp, 


Taft and Peddle Institute. At Dartmouth 
tho athletic council awards an S. D. T. 
to those that mako tho gun team while 
the Yale team gets Its Insignia and Its 
class numerals If It wins the shoot. At 
every college tho same recognition Is given 
to trapshooting as to the other minor 
sports. 


Tho latest development has been the 


organization of the Intercollegiate Trap- 
shooting association "for tho purpose of 
regulating 
Intercollegiate 
trapshooting 


competition and of Increasing: Interest in 
trapshooting as' a college sport." 
The 


colleges at present enrolled In tho asso- 
ciation are: Tale, Dartmouth, Princeton, 
Harvard and Cornell. The president and 
secretary of tho association are gradu- 
ates, elected for three-year terms. 
The 


other officers arc undergraduates elected 
from tho various constituent clubs. The 
affairs of tho association are transacted 
by an executive council In which each 
club, through Its authorized representa- 
tive, exercises ono vote. 


In addition to Its other functions tho 


association offers trophies at various times 
to be shot for under Its trophy plan. The 
plan provides that "only undergraduate 
members of tho association or of affiliated 
clubs, who are In good scholastic stand- 
ing are eligible for these trophies," 
At 


present trophies are issued to the winners 
of the intercollegiate championship, tho 
college championships and tho Inter-class 
championships. The intercollegiate cham- 
pionship trophies are solid gold watch 
fobs, and are awarded each year to the 
five members of the team, winning the 
Intercollegiate championship. The college 
championship trophies are silver cups and 
one Is contested for annually at each col- 
lego represented .in the association. This 
trophy is awarded to the shooter making 
the highest average in a series of'three 
club shoots of fifty targets each. 
The 


inter-class 
championship trophies 
are 


medals and they are awarded to T:he mem- 
bers of tho class team winning the col- 
lege championship. 


Each year an Intercollegiate champion- 


ship shoot Is held under the auspices of 
the association. 
The last intercollegiates 


were held at New Haven,' November 25. 
Yale, Princeton, Dartmouth and Cornell 
being represented. Yale won tho cham- 
pionship after a close race with Princeton, 
who finished second. 
Tho scores wera: 


Yale. 420; Princeton, 413; Cornell, 362; 
Dartmouth, 
356. Captain 
Caesar, of 


Princeton, won tho individual champion- 
ship" with tho score of 90x100 while Cap- 
tain Ryan, of Cornell, was runner up 
with the score of 89. 


There 
have been 
36 intercollegiate 


shoots. 
Of those Yalo has won 14 first 


places, while Princeton and'Harvard have 
each won the championship six times. 


Princeton holds the record' for the in- 


tercollegiate shoots with tho high score 
of 451x500 made a£ New Haven on May 
r>, 1916. 
The previous record of '112x500 


was mado by Yale In 1912. 


Plans are being made to hold a spring 


intercollegiate shoot, in which not only 
Yale, Dartmouth, Princeton and Cornell 
will bo represented, but Harvard, Pcnn 
Stato and Williams, as well. And there 
are many who believe the time Is not far 
distant when the Intercollegiate associa- 
tion will Include all the large colleges, cast 
and west. In tho words of Nelson Reed,

Separate While McGraw and 


Fultz Try to Com- 


promise. 


New York, Feb. 14.—While Manager 


John J. McGraw, of the New Torlc Na- 
tionals, and David L. Ful'tz. head of the, 
players' fraternity, were In conference late 
yesterday afternoon 
in an 
attempt to 


•make -an agreement 
with a view 
to 


smoothing over matters between the play- 
ers and organized ball, the league which 
was In session unanimously passed a 
resolution repealing the agreement made 
between the two at Cincinnati, January 
6. 1914. 


Later, when President Tcncr. of the 


National league, read the resolution to tho 
newspaper representatives ho explained 
that lio discrimination was to bo mado 
against any player who might havo been 
or continued to bo a member of the fra- 
ternity, but that tho league would no 
longer recognize the organization and 
that nil dealings In tho future would bo 
with the players as Individuals. AH this 
was the principal request made by Fultz 
In Ills conference with TVIcGraw 03 a 
guarantde 'before taking steps looking to- 
ward the lifting of the strike order in 
so far as it affected the major leagues, 
It appeared that his request had received 
consideration. 


That tho magnates realized the seri- 


ousness of tho situation that faces base- 
ball both from Internal and International 
complications was shown by the fact that 
tho baseball writers were called into tho 
mooting of tho league for ono of the very 
few times In tho forty odd years of Its 
existence and tho following resolution 
was read.'after which tho magnates stated 
that they Were ready 
to answer any 


questions which might bo asked. 
' "Whereas, the ball players' fraternity 
has violated tho letter and spirit-of an 
agreement made between national agree- 
ment leagues, clubs and players, entered 
Into of date of January G, 1914, there- 
fore be it 


"Resolved by tho National league of 


professional baseball clubs that In so far 
as that league Is concerned, this agree- 
ment bo and is hereby abrogated and all 
relations between thin league and said 
fraternity arc hereby severed and'lcrmi- 
nated." 


When tho resolution was shown to Fultz, 


he refused to stato what action the fra- 
ternity would take until ho had consulted 
other officers of the organization. 
Be- 


fore he left McGraw, arrangements were 
made to meet again tomorrow when Fultz 
hoped to go before tho National league, 
but the action of that organization vir- 
tually barred the way for such a move. 
McGraw returned immediately to the Na- 
tional league conference quarters and ex- 
plained what he 
had accomplished to 


President i-iempstead, of tho New York 
club, who in turn laid the result of his 
manager's efforts before the magnates, 
but what effect, if any, the report had, 
was not disclosed. 


Several of the club owners were aware 


that the fraternity officials were eager to 
meet the big league magnates more than 
half way and this may havo had some 
bearing upon their action. Several prom- 
inent men, both inside and outside base- 
ball circles, had boon asked to use their 
efforts to bring about a meeting between 
the club owners and the leaders of the 
fraternity, but McGraw was the only one 
who appeared willing to step into the 
breach and endeavor to bring about a set- 
tlement of the trouble.

ket" masts of United States battleships 
and large cruisers arc unlike thoso 
of any other naval ships afloat.

seaman of wooden ship days would 
recognize these odd 
structures as 


masts. 
They are really observation 


towers of steel. 


The cage mast l» the result of years 


of experiment by American naval offi- 
cers in an effort to create a light tower 
that could be shot full of holes and 
still stand up. 


Tho cage mast Is built of a large 


number of slender steel rods, so ar- 
ranged that every one of them could 
be pierced by shells and unless these 
hits were closely grouped the mast 
would stand. So far no other nation 
has copied tho United States stylo of 
mast. 


Each cage mast. Is capped by a 


"spotting top." 
Tbis Is a platform 


from which observing officers work 
out ranges and with powerful sen 
glasses "spot" tho shots as they land. 
Corrections In the ranges uro tele- 
phoned to the flro control stations, if a 
white Kpurt of water on the surface 
of tho sea shows the shots are falling 
short or over-reaching the mark. 


The spotting top of a battleship In 


action IB no place for a faint-hearted 
man.
